The following communication is a response to the amendment filed February 25, 2005. The amendment is non-responsive because 
the amendment shifts the invention. Previously, the claims were drawn to a method of administering a replication defective, 
recombinant adenovirus to a target cell. The claims as amended now read on a method of implanting an extracellular matrix and 
human cells into the central nervous system, and contain distinct method steps from the previously claimed invention. MPEP § 
706.07(h) clearly states that, "Applicants cannot file an RCE to obtain continued examination on the basis of claims that are 
independent and distinct from the claims previously claimed and examined as a matter of right (i.e., applicant cannot switch 
inventions). See 37 CFR 1. 145. Any newly submitted claims that are directed to an invention that is independent and distinct from the 
invention previously claimed will be withdrawn from consideration and not entered. See subsection VI below." As such, all claims are 
now withdrawn as being drawn to a non-elected invention by original presentation. 

Because there are no claims pending that are sufficient for examination based on the originally elected invention, the amendment filed 
February 25, 2005 is considered non-responsive to the previous Office Action.
